Excisions: Excisions Recommended But Not Made 

Reasons for excisions: 

An excision is required from the DVD to remove a trailer that is almost entirely made up of a 
concentrated series of highly degrading, dehumanising and demeaning images. 

Summary of reasons 
for classification: 

The publication entitled Strapped On And Lethal 2 is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The DVD is subject to a trailer being excised from the DVD. The trailer entided GagMe Then Tuck 
Me is almost entirely made up of a concentrated series of highly degrading, dehumanising and 
demeaning images. The injury in this trailer lies in the potential to maintain or reinforce negative 
attitudes to women and male-dominant gender roles. 

The Classification Office required an excision to the DVD in order to remove the above 
depictions of highly degrading, dehumanising and demeaning sexual conduct. Had the excision 
been made the publication would have been classified as objectionable except if the availability of 
the publication is restricted to persons who have attained the age of 18 years. The distributor 
declined the opportunity to make the excision and the publication is therefore classified as 
objectionable. 

The Classification Office has considered the effects of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act (1990) 
on the application of the classification criteria. The classification interferes with the freedom of 
expression, but this is an outcome that reflects the concern of a free and democratic society to 
prevent the availability of publications that depict degrading, dehumanising and demeaning sexual 
conduct to an extent and degree that they are likely to be injurious to the public good. 
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
